REPORT STATE TAX COMMISSION tora. 
Increase In Public Expenditures. 


No power has constituted the members of the tax 
- commission guardians of the public in respect to ex- 
penditures for the support of government, and they 
have no disposition to assume that role. Nevertheless, 
“economy being a most essential virtue in all states,” 
and it being “the duty of legislators and magistrates *** 
to countenance and inculcate the principles of *** econ- 
omy,” all as set forth in the constitution of the state, the 
commissioners believe themselves to be amply justified 
in urging, as they have so often urged before, the im- 
portance of this subject upon the voters of the state. 
The public revenue, state and municipal, is the voters’ 
business and they are responsible, directly or indirectly, 
for every extravagance affecting it from the inception to 
the termination of the fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by public au- 
thority upon people or property is in the broad sense of 
the term a tax, nor is it made less obnoxious or burden- 
some if called a fee or a fine. In the figures that follow 
therefore, all fees, fines, and other exactions, if any, are 
included with the taxes upon polls and estates. To il- 
lustrate the comparative importance of the two classes, 
it may be said that the taxes upon polls and estates rep- 
resent about 95 per cent. and all other income about 5 
per cent. of the total revenue of the state, and of the

counties, cities, towns, districts and precincts therein. 

Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and 
bounds in recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes 
assessed by and within the state of New Hampshire was 
$5,373,420.22; in 1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase 
of , $3:391,618:85, or 63 per cent., in ten: years eeu 
these figures do not adequately represent the velocity the 
upward movement has now attained. To show that it is 
necessary to divide the ten-year period: The levy in 1908 
was $924,388.79, or 17 per cent. greater than in 1903, 
while that in 1913 was $2,467,230.06, or 39 per cent. 
ereater than in 1908. By so much did the advance in the 
last half of said period exceed that in the first half. 
These figures will be the more alarming if it is remem- 
bered that while taxes already sufficiently heavy were 
advancing 63 per cent., the population of the state in- 
creased only about 4% per cent., and while the one was 
advancing 39 per cent., the other increased only about 
2% per cent. 

It is instructive to study the subject from another 
angle. In the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both inclu- 
sive, the annual increase in all taxes defined and limited 
as above was as follows:

The average yearly increase for the whole period was 
$333,501.85. ‘The upward trend is more plainly shown, 
however, by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in 
the middle and considering the halves separately. For ~ 
the first five years the average annual increase was $184,- 
877.76; for the last five years it was $439,446.01. It is 
surely pertinent to consider how long the little state of 
New Hampshire, almost stationary in wealth, can sus- 
tain a tax already burdensome and increasing at the rate’ 
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of practically half a million dollars a year without crip- 
pling her industries and improverishing her people. 
Plainly it is a condition not calculated to attract capital 
from without the state or to encourage business within 
the same. | 

From the per capita standpoint the situation is not 
less disturbing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in 
taxes for each man, woman and child in the state. Five 
years later there were assessed $14.75 for each individ- 
ual, and in five years more $20.09. If in 1913 taxes had 
been equally distributed among all the people it would 
have meant a burden of $100 for each family of five 
members. Though in reality there was little such 
equality in the assessment there was much ni the pay- 
ment. The fact is that those who occupy, use or con- 
sume property, no matter who owns it, are those who 
in the last analysis pay most, if not all, of the taxes 
thereon. If the wage earner or the man of limited 
means understood he was in reality paying something 
like $100 a year in state and municipal and half as much 
more in federal taxes for the government of himself, his 
wife and three children his influence and his vote would 
more frequently make for economy in appropriations 
and expenditures than heretofore. 

No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above 
paragraphs for the reason that they are not yet at 
hand except in part.

Report of Board of Engineers 


We beg to submit the following report: 

On hand and in good condition Jan. 1, 1915: Three 
hose carriages containing about 1000 feet hose, One 
45 gallon American LaFrance chemical engine, twelve 6 
gallon Babcock extinguishers and six 3 gallon chemi- 
cals, eighteen firemen’s coats, three Fastman nozzles 
and extra tips, three hydrant gates, one ladder truck, the 
Excelsior fire engine. The Flying Squadron, consisting 
of a 60 h. p. Alco car equipped with two ladders, one 
roof, one extension, two 6 gallon and three 3 gallon ex- 
tinguishers, 250 feet hose, Eastman nozzle and all con- 
nections, axes and lanterns, making a first class equip- 
ment. During the year Asst. Chief Abbot and Steward 
Daniel Mahoney have invented a device to attach to a 
small chemical to be used for inserting in a chimney. 
This has been tried out a number of times and does fine 
work. This little invention alone shows that the officials 
and the firemen take great interest in the department. 


The Fire Loss. 


The fire loss for the past year has been very slight. 
There weré only two fires of any great note. The 
Howard Co. fire in their kiln, Nov. 7, was a hard one to 
conquer owing to the lumber being piled so high. It 
was soon under control, however. The loss was covered 
by insurance. ‘The fire at the Boot and Shoe department 
in the Center Cash store, Nov. 17, was also a stubborn 
one to handle. At this fire and the Howard Co. fire the 
chemical engine did fine work, holding the fire down 
till the water could be turned on: Both of these fires 
demonstrated the fact that we need more hose and more 
hydrant gates. The Flying Squadron has responded to 
many alarms during the year and the engineers feel 
that the machine has paid for itself many times in saving 
fire loss. 

The alarm system at the Central Telephone station 
at Whitings mill still renders fine service and everyone 
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having a phone on the Wilton circuit can ring in an 
alarm in a very short time. 

The fire engineers feel that they need a little extra 

money this year to replace some of the tires which came 
with the machine which they do not consider safe. Also 
the department needs a few more small hand extinguish- 
ers hydrant gates and hose. ‘The central station, under 
the able stewardship of Daniel Mahoney, 1s 1n excellent 
condition. ‘The engineers are proud of the equipment of 
the depar tment and inyite every citizen to inspect the 
central station. 

Owing to the crowded condition of the town hall 
annex the Fire Engineers were obliged to move the 
Excelsior hand tub to the basement of Major Proctor’s 
‘arn where it can be found if it is needed. If anyone 
knows of a better place to store it w? are open to sug- 
gestions. 

Where the large chemicals are located: The A. L, 
Curtis farm, W. A. Burton farm, Chas. EK. Wright, Henry 
Blanchard, O. H. Frye, Frank N. Gr ay, George M.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS REPORT 


To the Citizens of Wilton: 

In accordance with the vote of the town at the last 
annual meeting, we have bought one four-inch and two 
six-inch meters, for the sum of $1050.00. We have in- 
stalled the smaller one at Whiting’s elevator, while the 
two six-inch ones remain in stock until frost leaves the 
¢round, when it is our purpose to place one at the Am1- 
don mill and the other at Hillsboro mills. 


Concrete Dam 


This dam has been built substantially upon the lines 
as laid down by Mr. Dudley (see last year’s report) un- 
der the direction of Mr. C. W. Keith, of Milford, with 
expert advice of Mr. Sanford Thompson, of Newton 
Highlands. .A few weeks after the town made this ap- 
propriation we found that the easterly retaining wall 
had cracked, which demanded more repair work and 
made more expense. 

It seemed best that we make a complete job of the 
whole work, which we did as follows: The whole of 
the East abutment was heavily rebuilt, the whole deck 
of the dam was covered with a six inch sheet of new 
concrete, making the cracks in deck and gate house 
tight and adding five inches to the top of the reservoir ; 
the wing, or parapet wall on the west end of the dam 
was relaid with a batter and the toe of the dam was re- 
inforced, stopping all seepage. 


Cleaning 
There was great need of a thorough cleaning of 
the reservoir and with the water drawn off and the pump 
in operation considerable expense was avoided, so this 
necessary work became a part of the expense. 


Burton Pond 


It being essential to our water system during the 
dry seasons of 1913-14 to have water from Burton Pond, 


38 


we made an arrangement with Dr. Frye to replace the 
old wooden gate with an eight-inch cast iron pipe and 
gate in ptace of cash. This has been attended to and we 
shall receive a receipt from him, releasing us from fur- 
ther liability. We wish it understood that the State 
Board of Health have only allowed the use of ‘his water 
in emergencies. 

We have spent more money than you appropriated, 
for these purposes, but we felt it was necessary and de- 
manded for the good of the service.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


“To. the Citizens of Wilton: 

| We are now maintaining in addition to the High 
and five grades, schools at Davisville, West End, Cen- 
ter, Intervale,; Abbot:: Hill: and..the «so-called “Shedd 
School” in Milford for Wilton children in the southeast 
-corner:of the town. In addition to these we have pro- 
vided private tuition for children living at the farm of 
Mr:-$: G:-Heald in the Southwest corner of the town, 
it being the most economical way out of a local situa- 
‘tion, 

-soThe: Board feels that our present teachin forces is 
of good quality, faithful and earnest. Of the changes 
other than those occasioned by voluntary resignation, 
we can only say that they seemed necessary for the 
-g00d of the service. 

i. Our new-supervisor, Mr. Leonard.S. Morrison, is 
‘with the approval of the Board, carrying into. effect 
plans for making education more practical and in line 
with the needs of the ordinary citizen. ‘To this end a 
course 1n domestic art 1s already in operation in our 
‘High School, and 1t-1s hoped soon to provide agricultur- 
al and manual training: courses. 

The Board are well aware that our town has been 
generous in school outlay. None regret more the need 
oF asking for increased appropriation. ‘he reasons are 
‘in ‘brief: The higher standard of wages to teachers, 
due partly to increased cost of board: the decreased 
‘earnings of invested school funds; extra number of 
‘schools maintained, and the fact that the electric light- 
ing of the school house was paid for under the general 
appropriation though a vote was passed making a spec- 
ial appropriation therefor. Also as a measure of econ- 
‘omy we did one year have the vocal music of the schools 
taught by our regular staff. As this was not satisfac- 
tory to the citizens we have returned to the former 
me thod of employing a special teacher. 

It should be noted that the town’s appropriation 
has not increased since 1908. In the meantime the 
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valuation has risen from $948,852 to $1,403,212.58 in 


. slast year’s report. The Wilton School District is re- - 


quired by law to raise $2,850.00. In order to obtain 
state aid we must raise not less than $3.40 on each 
$1,000.00 of equalized valuation, amounting to $6,213.00, 
Qur appropriation for six years past has been $6,500.00, 
and we now believe that not less than $500 additional 
is absolutely necessary, while if the town desires to 
adopt the new courses as above suggested $1,000.00 
additional will be necessary. Of this we would estimate:

For salaries of school officials 250 00 
For general maintenance 6,420 00

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Wilton, N. H., February 15, 1915. 
To the School Board, Wilton, New Hampshire: 

1 hereby submit the annual report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 

When we consider the standing of the schools, we 
find much cause for satisfaction. The buildings aré on | 
the whole excellent for therr purposes; the teachers are 
loyal and faithful workers to whom much credit is due; 
the equipment is sufficient for our needs, if no new 
courses were contemplated; and finally the children are 
diligent and for the most part are doing their best. | 

Last September it seemed best to the School Board 
to establish a course in Domestic Arts in the high school. 
This department has been under the capable direction of 
Miss Gladys Greenleaf and her success has been such 
as to justify the extension of cooking and sewing to the 
seventh and eighth grades and the establishment of Man- 
ual training and Agricultural Courses in our schools. 
By a reorganization this could be done with little in- 
crease except for the equipment to begin the work. In 
other words the number of teachers employed need not 
be increased. If the finances of the District will per- 
mit, | recommend that these courses be established. 

In order to ascertain whether Wilton were unduely 
extravagant, | have used the statistics of fifteen towns 
with about the same number of pupils and compared 
their averages with the corresponding items of Wilton. 
These statistics are taken from the official report of the 
‘State Superintendent of Public Instruction and the fif- 
teen towns include practically all that have conditions. 
similar to our own. ‘The towns are Ashland, Charles- 
town, Colebrook, Enfield, Farmington, Hanover, Woods- 
ville, Hillsboro, Hopkinton, Marlboro, Newmarket, Pet- 
erboro, Whitefield, Hinsdale and Lancaster. Their 
average enrollment was 319 , Wilton 326. ‘Their 
average revenue was $10,328.18, Wilton $9,202.61 ; their 
average cost per pupil for the year $32.97, Wilton 
$30.85 ; average cost per teacher $819.49, Wilton $648.42 ; 
average number of weeks in school year 35.42; Wilton 
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33.33; average wage of grade teacher per month $45.91; 
rebes $43.20; average salary of High School Principal 
$1228.20, Wilton $850- 1000; average rate of assessment 
for school purposes $6.83, Wilton Ss. 00. 

I realize that we all have other expenses and am 
pleased to submit the whole question with no other com- 
ment than that we must expect to lose competent teach- 
ers as long as our salaries are lower than those in other 
towns similarly situated. 

Appended to my report is a statistical table for the 

last school year. I would invite your attention to the 

excessive tardiness and the poor attendance records and 

suggest to the parents that 1t might be worth while to 

see that the pupils obtain all.possible benefit from the 
schools provided.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

Doubtless all who read the report of last year are 
familiar with the aims and methods in our music work. 
But there are some facts which I think will be interest- 
ing to you. 

I am especially pleased with the High School work. 
We have done twice the amount of chorus work done 
a year ago. This has been possible because of the bet- 
ter cooperation and school spirit shown by the chorus. 
A class in the History of Music has been introduced in 
connection with the Domestic Science Course. We are 
hoping that before many years some things in Music 
Appreciation may be given with the chorus work. First, 
that the pupil may begin to know and understand some 
of the best things in music. Second, that they may 
learn how to listen to good music. Third, to help cul- 
tivate a taste for the best music. There is nothing 
which so helps us appreciate the best things as hearing 
them over and over again. And for that reason we are 
very pleased and grateful for the use of the Victor ma- 
chine which the pupils of our grades recently earned 
and purchased. 

The grade work is in good condition and very in- 
teresting. We are bee imine two part singing in the 
fourth and fifth grades one term earlier than last year 
and the pupils are responding beautifully. Almost all 
those who were monotones last year are singing now and 
a first grade boy who could sing but one tone is among 
our best singers. It is: wonderful how much it is possi- 
ble to help those pupils. We are also’ spending a few 
minutes each: week helping those who find the work hard, 
have been absent, or come to us from other schools. 

The districts seem to enjoy their work and it com- 
pares favorably with that of the village schools. The 
progress in all Wilton schools is equal to that made by 
those of the same grade in Keene. 

I want to thank the teachers and all connected with 
the school work for their hearty cooperation and I cor- 
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REPORT OF TRUANT OFFICER. 


To the School Board of Wilton, N. H.: 

I herewith present my report of services as truant 
officer for the year ending February 15th, 1915. 

I have investigated about twenty cases of absences 
from school the past year. 

There has been but a very few cases of genuine 
truancy. 

It is the same old condition as in years past, lack 
of proper clothing and shoes. In some cases children 
were out of school on account of sickness and held doc- 
tor’s certificates. To a large per cent. of ‘cases 1) me 
well be laid to the parents in allowing the children to 
stay away from school without any good reason. 

In quite a number of instances of tardiness reported 
it was found that the children were started from home 
with ample time to gét to school in season but stayed to 
play on the way until past the hour for school. 

Perhaps a little more zeal on the part of the teacher 
would remedy this fault. 

I would again remind the parents that there is a 
heavy fine imposed for keeping children from school 
without sufficient cause. —
